A UNIVERSITY student died 
after being ‘crushed’ at a rave 
in a Northampton nightclub. 

Police have started an inves¬ 
tigation into the death at the 
Lava & Ignite premises in the 
town centre where 22-year- 
old University of 
Northampton student Nabila 
Nanfuka suffered fatal injuries 
in the early hours of yesterday 
morning. 

It is claimed a rush to the 
door occurred at around 
3.30am on a staircase, as the 
club - which is licensed to 
hold 1,600 - was closing. 

Two young women were 
taken to Northampton 
General Hospital in a 
critical condition while six 
others suffered minor 
injuries. Many people were 
also treated at the scene. 

Ms Nanfuka, originally from 
Neasden, north London, was 
in the third year at the univer¬ 
sity and was studying leisure 
and tourism. 

She had gone to student 
club night ‘DNA Presents 
Wickedest Wickedest’ which 
attracted youngsters from 
across the country, billing 
itself as the ‘biggest rave in 
Northampton’. 

Officers are investigating the 
death and injuries which a 
spokesman said they believe 
were caused by a crush. 

Witnesses claimed that the 
crowd had panicked at the 
end of the night when it is 
alleged a fire alarm went off. 

Superintendent Andy Cox 
said: “We know there was a 
large amount of people in 
attendance at the club and we 
are asking anyone who may 
have caught the 

incident on their mobile 
phones to contact us - we are 
very keen to get information. 

“First of all we must estab¬ 
lish did the fire alarm go off 
and we will look at this. I do 
believe there was CCTV inside 
and outside the club. 

“The club was due to close 
at 3.30am and this happened 
at 3.30am. We are treating this 
as an isolated incident. We 
don’t believe there was any 


case of any violence or any 
disorder. 

“We want to put the 
community’s mind at rest and 
there will be additional police 
personnel around St Peter’s 
Way. 

“The club will be closed 
until the investigation is com¬ 
pleted. We will be talking to 
the manager, the event organ¬ 
isers and the local authority to 
establish what happened.” 

A police spokesman added: 
“The fatal and critical injuries 
are all thought to be the result 
of crushing but the investiga¬ 
tion into this incident is 
continuing.” 

A spokesman from Lava & 
Ignite said: “We can confirm 
that tragically one person 
died and two people were 
injured at the Lava & Ignite 
nightclub in Northampton on 
Wednesday at approximately 
3.30am. 

“The club management and 
staff are cooperating fully 
with the local police to find 
out exactly what 
happened. 

“Our thoughts are with the 
family of those involved at 
this time.”

Police to investigate 
for students ended in

IT was meant to be a night for students 
to let their hair down and have some 
fun. 

Youngsters from universities across 
the UK, including Luton, Leicester, 
Kent, Coventry, Birmingham, Hert¬ 
fordshire and Manchester, had been 
coached in to take part in the £10 a ticket 
rave. 

Instead it ended in terror, injury and 
tragedy as a 22-year-old University of 
Northampton student was ‘crushed’ as 
she scrambled to the exit of a town centre 
night club. 

Nabila Nanfuka died after witnesses say 
she tripped on a staircase in the club, 
falling to her death as the crowd passed 
over her. Northamptonshire Police say 
that she suffered injuries consistent with 
crushing. 

Two other young women were also 
taken to Northampton General Hospital 
with critical injuries and others were also 
taken there or treated at the scene. 

Police have said that they are investi¬ 
gating what caused such a rush from the 
crowd in the 1,600 capacity Lava & Ignite, 
in St Peter’s Way, in the early hours of 
Wednesday, and how Ms Nanfuka came 
to lose her life. 

Whatever the cause, witnesses have 
spoken of their horror of being involved 
in such a frightening experience. 

James Adetula, 21, who studies at the 
South Bank University, was one of the 
students who made the 70 mile trip to 
Northampton especially for the occa¬ 
sion. 

He said he thought a stampede had 
been caused when it was made known 
that coaches were leaving, before a fire 
alarm went off at closing time at 3.30am. 

Speaking outside the club the next 
day, he said: “An announcement said 
‘everybody, the coaches are leaving, 
make your way to the exits’ so everyone 
went for the exits. Then the next minute 
the fire alarm went off and everyone 
started panicking because they thought 
there was a fire.” 

Mr Adetula said he had known Ms 
Nanfuka, and, visibly upset, said he never 
had his chance to say goodbye. 

He added: “She was a good girl, we were

out clubbing but it’s not how you expect 
it to end.” 

One clubber, who only gave his name as 
John, described being in the crush, and 
said he wouldn’t wish the experience on 
anybody. 

He said: “I was injured on my right 
leg and ankle. I was lucky that I was 
pinned up against the wall, but my leg was 
pulled underneath six to eight bodies. 

“It was really scary - I wouldn’t wish it 
on anyone. I had a man screaming next 
to me that he was asthmatic and when I 
got free I had to carry a friend, who is 
only a small girl, out.” 

Another man, who said his name was 
Nicky, revealed the club hadn’t been 
overflowing but towards the end of the 
night many people had gathered near the 
staircases as they prepared to leave to 
catch their transport. 

He said: “The club was busy but you 
could move around but people had start¬ 


ed to hang around the stairs, too many 
people. When the fire alarm went off it 
became chaos. 

“If the police hadn’t turned up when 
they did, it might have been a hundred 
times worse.” 

The tragedy is compounded by the 
good nature of the event. Police had 
passed on a routine check hours before, 
and despite noting the club was busy, did 
not see any reports of violence of disor¬ 
der. 

Police investigating the tragic night say 
they will study CCTV and remain open 
minded as to how an alleged stampede 
started. 

Northamptonshire Fire and Rescue, 
who responded to the fire alarm, say they 
have passed on their investigation to the 
police. 

Now questions need to be answered as 
to how a fun student night ended in such 
a tragedy. 


Club licence discussed at emergency meeting 


AN emergency meeting was held this 
morning to discuss the licence for Lava 
& Ignite. 

Northamptonshire Police formally 
asked Northampton Borough Council 
to hold a summary review, also known 
as an expedited or emergency review 
under Section 53 of the Licensing Act 
2003, into the premises licence for the 
nightclub. 


As a result, a special sub-committee of 
the Licensing Panel met today to con¬ 
sider evidence put forward by the police 
and decide what action to take. 

Expedited reviews allow the police and 
the licensing authority to respond 
quickly when a serious incident of any 
kind takes place in a licensed premises. 

It allows the local authority to take 
action immediately, where appropriate, 


pending a full review. Depending on the 
evidence put forward at the hearing, the 
sub-committee could then decide to 
take any one of a number of actions. 

These could include imposing new 
conditions on the licence or suspending 
it for an interim period, pending a full 
review. 

A full review must then be held within 
28 days. 


Councillor’s call for shopping centre to house multi-faith prayer room 


A COUNCILLOR has suggested that there 
should be a prayer room included in the 
new Grosvenor Centre. 

Labour Councillor Mohammed Azizur 
Rahman, known as ‘Aziz’, will propose the 
idea for the redeveloped shopping centre 
at Northampton Borough Council’s next 
full meeting. 

Speaking to the Herald & Post he said: 
“This would not be a mosque but a 
multi-faith prayer room, like you would 
find in hospitals or airports. 

“I would hope for the council’s support, 
as in particular this would help the 
Muslim community, who would be able 
to stay on in town, instead of having to 
rush home for prayers. 


“But this area would be open to all 
faiths and members of the community 
who could take some quiet time whilst 
being in town, say for noon prayers, 
without having to rush home.” 

The leader of the council has said that 
he would support the idea and has met 
with Cllr Aziz. 

He said: “This would be no different to 
airports or seaports, who have similar 
facilities. I don’t see this being a problem 
being in a shopping centre. 

“This could be useful to all members of 
the community, for example during 
Ramadan, an employee who works in the 
Grosvenor Centre could use the facility to 
pray during a ten minute break. 


“Given the multi-cultural society we 
live in, this is the sort of facility that 
should be provided by the centre.” 

Owners of the Grosvenor Centre Legal 
& General have started discussions as to 
what should go into the centre. 

A spokesperson for the company said: 
“We have started formal pre-application 
discussions with Northampton Borough 
Council and WNDC and as part of this 
process we have been engaging in an on¬ 
going consultation process with the local 
community. 

“We welcome views on what this new, 
high-quality public space should include 
and they would be considered as part of 
the planning process.”

MP wants public inquiry into nightclub death 


AN MP has called for a public 
inquiry to find out exactly how 
a student died in a nightclub 
‘crush’. 

Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, has called 
for a meeting following the 
death of 22-year-old Nabila 
Nanfuka at Lava & Ignite in 
Northampton town centre in 
the early hours of yesterday 
morning. 

Mr Binley said: “My thoughts 
are with the family and friends 
of the young lady who sadly lost 
her life and others who were 
injured and it is important that 
they get some answers so that 


they can have some closure. 
There are many serious ques¬ 
tions which need answering as 
to how this tragic incident 
occurred. 

“For instance what door con¬ 
trol methods were in place? 
How many people were inside 
the club at the time? Was this 
above the legal limit and did it 
breach licensing laws? 

“It is also important that we 
establish answers to these 
questions so that we can make 
sure that this never happens 
again, not only in Northampton 
but also in other nightclubs up 
and down the country. 


“Youngsters and their fami¬ 
lies have the right to know that 
when they go into a nightclub 
they are safe.” 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil, who issue the licence to the 
nightclub, has said that it will 
help with any investigation. 

Councillor David Palethorpe, 
leader of the authority, said: 
“This is a terrible tragedy and 
we have the deepest sympathy 
for the families of everyone 
involved. 

“As the licensing authority, we 
will of course play our part to 
support the police investiga¬ 
tion in every way we can.” 


Footballer could have case dropped after police own goal 


A FORMER Cobblers striker 
could have a criminal case 
dropped against him, after it 
was claimed a mistake was 
made by two police officers. 

Leon McKenzie, 33, of Rectory 
Farm, Northampton, was at 
Northampton Crown Court yes¬ 
terday to find out whether six 
counts of perverting the course 
of justice will be dropped. 

Mr McKenzie, who now plays 
for Kettering Town, is charged 
with the offences after allegedly 
getting a garage in London to 
provide false documents on six 
occasions between February 
2008 and December 2009 after 
him and his wife were allegedly 
snapped by speed cameras. 

In each case he claimed 
mechanics had been working 
on their car when the vehicles 
were caught speeding. 

His defence Barrister Charles 
Langley claims that he has been 
unfairly prejudiced and put at 
detriment as he was offered a 
police caution, which is an 


admission of guilt, when he was 
interviewed by police, only to 
be summoned to court two 
months later. 

Mr Langley said: “DC Simon 
Coles and DS Gez Jackson talked 
to each other and decided that it 
wasn’t a very serious case and 
offered him the caution. 

“It was only when their col¬ 
league, the investigating officer 
DS Andy Blaize, came back to 
work the next day that their 
error was noticed.” 

The court heard how both DC 
Coles and DS Jackson blamed 
each other for the error. As 
McKenzie was charged with per¬ 
verting the course of justice, he 
cannot simply be cautioned as it 
needs to be dealt with by the 
crime prosecution service and 
the court - action that neither 
police officer on duty took before 
giving the footballer the caution. 

Mr Langley said: “Mr 
McKenzie left the police station 
that day thinking he was a free 
man. He made plans for his life, 


at the time he played for 
Northampton Town, but now 
he plays for Kettering. 

“However, when the summons 
arrived he could not get a new 
contract, as no football club 
would touch him with a barge 
pole because he could go to jail. 

“It would have been different 
if the police realised when he 
left and phoned him when he 
was outside but the summons 
came two months later.” 

Claire Howells, prosecuting, 
said due to the nature of the 
charges it was important to 
keep them, although admitted 
the police were in error. 

She said: “Of course I concede 
that there are certain members 
of the police force that could 
have done better.” 

Judge Richard Bray said he 
would adjourn the hearing to 
assess both sides of the argu¬ 
ment and will write to both par¬ 
ties to tell them whether he 
thinks the case should be 
dropped.

Bairstow eves 
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Six held in indecent 
child images raids

POLICE raided premises in 
Northampton and Irthling- 
borough yesterday to arrest 
people they believed were 
distributing indecent images of 
children. 

A team of 40 officers executed 
warrants across the county as 
they took part in Operation 
Gizmo. 

Police had been planning the 
operation for the past two 
months and yesterday revealed a 
list of five premises they were 
targeting. This included three in 
Northampton, one in 
Irthlingborough and one in 
Geddington. 

The warrants had been issued 
to police by Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court under 
section four of the Protection of 
Children Act 1978. 

At 7.30am a police briefing 
took place at Force headquar¬ 
ters, Wootton Hall, before offi¬ 
cers swooped on the addresses. 

Speaking outside a house in 
Northampton which had just 
been raided, Sergeant Peter 
Basham said: “The operation 


was planned for two months. We 
are not part of the online 
Exploitation Team but have 
been drafted in to execute the 
warrants. 

“It is anyone who distributes 
images of children or processes 
images of children. 

“We are taking anything which 
can hold an image and relates to 
child exploitation or incidents. 

“We have units which will 
spend time doing hi-tech analy¬ 
sis of the images on all the 
equipment. 

“I think for those not involved 
it always comes as a shock. For 
those who are committing the 
crime it is never a shock. 

“These things are for them just 
around the corner. The message 
we want to send out is we will 
get you.” 

The raids followed the Force’s 
biggest ever investigation into 
the distribution of online 
offences. 

Arrests were made at the five 
premises and a total of six 
people are in custody to be 
interviewed. 

Officers also seized a large 
amount of computer 
equipment. 



£100m in cuts on the way and maybe more to come 


FEARS have been raised that the £100 
million budget savings being put forward 
by Northamptonshire County Council won’t 
be the last straw, with the final figure far 
higher and cuts damaging frontline 
services. 

Deputy leader of the Liberal Democrat 
opposition, at the authority, Councillor 
Chris Stanbra, feels the £100m budget is 
based on the Government not cutting the 
amount of money it gives the council. 

He believes the cuts have already gone 
too far and the next round of savings will 
start to hurt people in the community. 

Cllr Stanbra said: “This could mean 
cutting frontline services which people 
value and many people will already have 


said you can’t cut anymore. The county 
council still has bureaucracy where it can 
still find savings. 

“It has certain departments which it 
could cut and still provide a good service 
rather than cutting frontline 
services. 

“There is a business improvement 
performance division which could be cut 
to make savings and this would not hurt 
frontline services. 

“At the end of the day taxpayers would 
rather see cuts like that than having 
crossing patrols axed.” 

At a recent press conference outlining 
the £100m deficit, cabinet member for 
finance, Cllr Bill Parker, said: “We are a very 


lean council and do not have the depth of 
reserves. 

“You can’t look at cutbacks without it 
impacting on frontline services.” 

Speaking about the cuts and the 
reduction of grants from Central 
Government to local government, Cllr 
Stanbra raised the question of what would 
happen if the council challenged the 
Government. 

He said: “The county council might put in 
a challenge to Central Government saying 
you are telling us to do all these statutory 
things as it is the law but you are not 
giving us the money. 

“The Government could play hard ball and 
say get on with it as it is the law.”

Bairs tow eves 


Service looks to 
its fire call-outs 


THE Twitter revolution has reached Northampton¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service. For a trial period the 
brigade will be ‘tweeting’ all the incidents it attends 
in a bid to highlight the work they do in the 
community dealing with a variety of incidents. 
LAWRENCE JOHN spoke with area manager, Shaun 
Hallam about this step into the networking site. 


INSTANT information 
from Northamptonshire 
Fire and Rescue Service 
is now just a tweet away. 

The fire brigade has just 
entered the 21st century 
and joined the world of 
social media by launch¬ 
ing itself on Twitter. 

Initially, this will be for 
a three month trial 
period but even now, in 
its very early stages, the 
fire service think it will 
be a permanent feature. 

Details of all incidents 
responded to by 
Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue Service are 
being published on 
Twitter and its website. 

The incident publishing 
pages exist as part of this 
trial and have been 
implemented to raise 
awareness of the types of 
incidents crews attend 


on a daily basis. Area 
manager, Shaun Hallam, 
said: “We have looked at 
the way we have engaged 
with people and want to 
improve this transparen¬ 
cy. 

“The way in which 
people use social media 
has expanded and we 
want to use it to get 
across greater awareness 
of what we go out to do. 

“We want to inform the 
community of what is 
going on and give them 


an early indication of 
what is happening. 

“This will provide 
people with a level of 
reassurance and also give 
them an instant update 
on what is happening. 

“It will allow us to get 
out community safety 
information. 

“This could be to do 
with the number of 
house fires and the need 
for people to check their 
smoke detectors.” 

The three month trial 
will also allow the service 
to evaluate how people 
are using it and how it 
is benefiting the commu¬ 
nity. 

Since the tweets 
launched last week, the 
brigade has gained 200 
followers and is looking

to increase this number. 
Mr Hallam added: “Since 
this has started people 
have said they didn’t 
realise what we go out to 
deal with. 

“This can range from 
small fires, to rescuing a 
cat up a tree, chemical 
fires and road traffic 
collisions. 

“All this will help us 
increase that awareness 
and understanding of 
what is going on. 

“We want to keep 
people informed and 
although it is a trial 
period I cannot see it not 
going on. 

“We are going to 
discuss everything such 


as what lessons we can 
learn from it.” 

Cabinet member for 
infrastructure and public 
protection Cllr Andre 
Gonzalez de Savage 
added: “We recognise the 
number of people using 
social networking sites 
such as Twitter is rapidly 
expanding and through 
the use of modern tech¬ 
nology we can use such 
sites to inform the com¬ 
munity in a fast, effective 
way that is convenient to 
them. 

“Although this is initial¬ 
ly a trial, we anticipate 
this will be main¬ 
streamed into how we 
improve our engagement 


with the community and 
promote transparency 
regarding the dynamic 
nature of our service.”

I am look¬ 
ing forward to speaking with the 
Secretary of State and with those coun¬ 
cils who were in the first wave of pilots to 
hear how it has worked in those areas.” 

Mr Pickles said: “I welcome the fact 
that Northamptonshire is ready to get to 
grips with their troubled families and 
look forward to seeing what you can 
deliver.”

1920s water feature 
to flow in park again

RESTORATION work at Delapre 
Park reaches another milestone 
with the ornamental water 
garden being officially switched 
on today. 

The project, costing just over 
£40,000, started in August as part 
of Northampton Borough 
Council’s I Love My Park 
campaign, which has seen 
£250,000 invested in parks and 
green spaces around the town. 

The Delapre water garden is 


made up of a number of cascades 
and ponds interspersed with 
rockeries constructed from local 
ironstone and is believed to have 
been built in the 1920s by Delapre 
Abbey’s then owner Mary 
Bouverie. 

Over the decades it has fallen 
into disrepair with many of the 
original details obscured by 
vegetation and buried under 
earth. 

During the past two months 
council contractors have emptied 
water from the main pond, 
cleared debris, relined the net¬ 


work of interlinking ponds, dug 
trenches for the electrical supply 
that powers the system, laid new 
pipes and installed a pump. 

Members of the Friends of 
Delapre Abbey have also been 
busy repairing and preparing the 
rockeries for planting. 

Now fully restored, the water 
feature will be switched on and 
will remain so during half term 
until Monday, October 31. 

Operating times will then be 
from May to September and 
during special events at Delapre 
Abbey.

NEARLY every school in the county is 
now recycling in some form or another, 
according to new figures. 

The Northamptonshire Waste 
Partnership education team revealed 
this week that a total of 98 per cent of 
county schools now recycle paper or 
plastics. 

In 2006 the number of schools which 
recycled was 77 per cent. By 2007 the 
figure had increased to 88 per cent. 

This is particularly important as the 
cost of sending rubbish to landfill is 
expected to increase to £87 per tonne, a 
rise of £9. 

As part of the scheme children across 
the county are being invited to see where 
their recycling goes by visiting the new 
refurbished education centre at the 
Westbridge Depot in Northampton. 

The facility includes an educational 
bus which delivers important environ¬ 
mental messages and can be used by 
schools and community organisations to 
learn about the importance of reducing 
the amount of waste going to landfill. 

Councillor Ben Smith, county council 
cabinet member for environment, said: 
“It’s excellent news that we now have 98 
per cent of schools recycling in one way 
or another and it goes to show all the 
good work which is going on to empha¬ 
sise how important it is to reduce the 
amount of waste going to landfill. 

“By educating young people about the 
importance of reducing, reusing, 
recycling and composting we are making 
sure the next generation is best 
informed. 

“I’d like to thank all the pupils, staff and 
parents who have worked so hard to 
improve the recycling rate.”

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Dodgy drivers 
given red light

JUST over 100 people 
were stopped for motor¬ 
ing offences during an 
eight-week campaign to 
tackle poor driver 
standards. 

And the initiative in the 
Northampton, Towcester 
and Daventry areas has 
been hailed a success. 

Northamptonshire 
Police worked with part¬ 
ners at Northampton 
Borough Council, South 
Northamptonshire 
Council and Daventry 
District Council to tackle 
drivers getting behind the 
wheel while under the 
influence of drink or 
drugs, using a mobile 
phone, speeding and not 
wearing a seatbelt. 


These are the four key 
causes of collisions 
involving death or serious 
injury in the UK. 

In addition the scheme 
also looked at tackling 
auto crime and ensuring 
the safety of private hire 
vehicles and work vans, 
with officers carrying out 
checks to ensure these 
vehicles were properly 
licensed. Key results were: 

■ Two vehicles seized 
under Section 59 of the 
Road Traffic Act 

■ 18 vehicles were 
stopped for having no 
insurance, 16 of which 
were seized and taken off 
the road 

■ 26 drivers were 
stopped for using a 
mobile phone at the 
wheel 

■ 22 were stopped for 


not having seatbelts fast¬ 
ened 

■ 19 were found to be 
working contrary to pri¬ 
vate hire conditions 

■ 16 were stopped for 
lighting offences 

Sergeant Bob Smart said: 
“I’m very happy with the 
results of this operation, 
which was aimed at rein¬ 
forcing the message to the 
public in relation to road 
safety. 

“We know those who 
drive for their living may 
become complacent 
about road safety and be 
tempted not to wear a 
seatbelt for a short jour¬ 
ney, or make a quick call, 
but we’ve sent out a clear 
message that this behav¬ 
iour will not be tolerated 
as it puts both them and 
other road users at risk.”

Arrests 
as drugs 
found in 
airport

A MAN from Northampton was arrested 
at Heathrow Airport after £2.5 million 
of cocaine was found hidden in an 
industrial shredding machine. 

Glen Hibbert, 49, from St Andrews 
Road, Northampton, is one of four men 
arrested and charged in connection with 
the haul of drugs. 

The Class A substances were found on 
September 29 at Heathrow Airport, 
concealed in an industrial shredding 
machine, weighing more than 600 kilos, 
which had been shipped to the UK from 
Mexico. 

UK Border Agency officers made the 
discovery after drilling into the machine. 

The find led to an investigation by the 
Metropolitan Police who arrested four 
men in the Northampton area on 
Monday, October 3. 

They were all charged with conspiring 
to import cocaine and appeared before 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, October 5 where they were 
remanded in custody. 

Hibbert was arrested with Desmond 
Johnson, 47, and two Mexican men, 
Javier Cruz, 29, and Luis Aledrete 
Gutierrez, 33. 

The drugs were so well hidden inside 
the machinery they have yet to be fully 
recovered. 

The estimated weight of the conceal¬ 
ment is around 15 kilos, making it one of 
the biggest seizures of its kind at 
Heathrow this year. 

The drugs, if cut and sold in the UK, 
would have had a street re-sale value of 
approximately £2.5m. 

Director of UK Border Agency opera¬ 
tions at Heathrow, Graeme Kyle, said: 
“This discovery shows how UK Border 
Agency officers are on constant alert, 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year to keep class 
A drugs and other banned substances 
out of the UK. 

“Working with law enforcement part¬ 
ners like the Metropolitan Police we are 
determined to prevent this terrible trade 
which can have such a destructive 
impact on the lives of so many.”

TalkingPoint 


This week’s guest columnist 
is Cllr Mark Bullock, deputy 
leader of the Labour group, 
at Northamptonshire 
County Council 

We can’t be left in the slow lane 
by shunning high-speed rail link 


I RECENTLY did only my third ever 
piece for local television in my 14 
years as a county councillor. 
What a strange experience it was. 
There I was, a Labour county 
councillor at Sulgrave Manor 
discussing the subject of high 
speed trains in Northamptonshire 
with a Tory MP from Milton Keynes, 
a parish councillor from Caldecote 
and not a Tory councillor in sight. 

For the many of you who have 
never heard of Sulgrave Manor, it is 
way down in deepest South 
Northamptonshire and is the 
ancestral home of the family of 
George Washington, the first US 
president. 

Before starting filming, the 
producer played us the colour 
piece about Sulgrave that would 
introduce our discussion. It was a 
great advert, the likes of which 
tourism promotion in Northamp¬ 
tonshire has singularly failed to 
produce. 

It is not that there is no money 
for such promotions. The Tory 
administration at County Hall 
spends a lot of effort telling us all 
about their annual £2m investment 
in business and tourism promotion 
via Northampton Enterprise 
Limited. 

Maybe it is time that the NEL 
bureaucrats, and especially its 
bureaucrats based in the county’s 
Brussels office, started telling the 
world about Sulgrave and other 
gems that Northamptonshire 
seems to hide away. 

So, hands up all those people 
who know about, let alone have 
visited, the magnificent Round 
Church in Northampton, the 


simplicity of St Mary’s church at 
Fawsley or Henry Moore’s only 
religious sculpture, the famous 
Madonna and Child at St Mathew’s 
Church in Northampton. 

When it comes to business 
promotion, the County Hall Tories 
never seem to tire of lecturing us 
all about their part in saving 
Silverstone with their £10m loan to 
the circuit - but excuse me, Labour 
will hold judgement on that until 
the county sees its money repaid 
in full. 

As Labour has pointed out on 
many occasions, it would have 
been a whole lot easier for 
Silverstone, if the local Tories in 
South Northamptonshire had taken 
a different approach to granting 
planning permission in and around 
the circuit. 

Now, I do not want to intrude into 
the divisions between the Tories in 
South Northamptonshire and the 
Tories in the rest of the county. 

But given their history of 
divisions, then it seems unlikely 
that the Tories will get their act 
together and speak with one voice 
about the proposed new high 
speed rail line that will pass 
through South Northamptonshire. 

Two county council meetings 
ago, the Labour Group probably 
saved Jim Harker’sjob by voting for 
high-speed trains. 

Now before anybody says 
anything, Labour supports high 


speed trains no matter how 
tempting it might have been to 
have seen the back of Jim Harker. 

Further, as a Labour councillor, I 
do not always agree with David 
Cameron. But, on the subject of 
high-speed trains it is clearly in the 
national interest to build a new 
high-speed train line. 

Moreover, it is in Northampton¬ 
shire’s interest too because when 
some of the long distance trains to 
Birmingham and beyond are 
transferred to the new high-speed 
line then there will be capacity for 
faster and more regular passenger 
and freight services serving the 
county. 

If the idea of improving the West 
Coast line that are being promoted 
by the Tories in South Northamp¬ 
tonshire were followed, the 
Northampton to Euston service 
would get worse not better 
because more of the capacity 
would go to long distance trains. 

Labour is a firm supporter of the 
proposed new high-speed line. 

We want the decision to go 
ahead with the proposed line to be 
taken rapidly with the route quickly 
sorted out and fair compensation 
paid. This positive Labour approach 
also gives us a chance of securing 
a station on the high-speed line. 

It looks like the Tories, because of 
their internal divisions, are going to 
condemn Northamptonshire to the 
slow railway branch line yet again.

Teen’s pub ban as 
fake IDs targeted

POLICE are cracking down on 
youngsters using fake ID. 

As part of Operation Nightsafe, 
Northamptonshire Police are 
working with partners to tackle 
the issue. 

A recent example involved a 
17-year-old boy who altered his 
driving licence and presented it at 
a bar in Northampton town 
centre. 

The alteration was spotted by 
door staff and his licence was 
seized and handed to police. 

The offender has been given 


advice from officers and 
Northampton Pubwatch has 
decided to ban him from member 
premises until he is 18 and a half. 

Licensing Sergeant Mark 
Worthington said: “Northampton 
Pubwatch will look to protect its 
membership with action like this 
to deter others from using false 
ID, which, if not addressed, could 
put their member’s licence at risk. 

“This ban means the offender 
will not be able to celebrate his 
18th birthday in any licensed 
premises that are part of the 
Northampton Pubwatch scheme 
- which includes the majority of 
venues in the town centre.” 


At least 20 fake IDs were confis¬ 
cated from Northampton town 
centre last month. 

Chief Superintendent Ian 
McNeil said: “Those who present 
false ID are committing a 
criminal offence. 

“Siblings and friends who 
knowingly allow others to use 
their ID are also committing 
offences. 

“We are trying to educate 
younger members of our 
community through low level 
enforcement activity but we will 
take more serious action if people 
continue to commit offences 
relating to the use of false IDs.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it.

Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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Talks begin over 
Sixfields hosting 
rugby league in 
expansion plan 

RUGBY LEAGUE 

PROFESSIONAL rugby league could be 
coming to Northampton in 2013 as the 
game’s governing body looks to expand 
the sport beyond its traditional northern 
heartland. 

The bid for one of four places in 
Co-operative Championship One - the 
third tier of the sport in the UK - that will 
become available in two years time is 
being led by Northampton Town Football 
Club chairman David Cardoza. 

He has been in negotiations with the 
Rugby Football League over the possibility 
of having a team playing at the Cobblers’ 
home of Sixfields during the summer. 

Cardoza said: “It is something we’re look¬ 
ing at doing and something we’re getting 
involved in but no decision has been made 
yet. It’s a very good opportunity for us to 
bring a rugby league club to the town. It 
has got real potential.” 

Northampton already has a thriving 
amateur side, the Demons, who have 
claimed two national Rugby League Con¬ 
ference Regional titles and this year won 
the competition’s Midlands East Division. 

They also have a successful junior set¬ 
up and club chairman Andrew Quirke 
admits they would jump at the chance to 
be involved. 

He said: “Our club has seen rapid growth 
year-on-year to the point where we are 
one of the leading rugby league clubs 
outside of the traditional heartland. 

“We do a lot of work with community 
coaches in schools and other areas and 
that is something we would look to extend 
through this.” 

Sixfields is no stranger to hosting rugby 
league. Sheffield Eagles and Halifax Blue 
Sox played an ‘on the road’ Super League 
game there in 1998 in front of over 3,000 
fans, while two international matches in 
the 1995 Emerging Nations competition 
were held at the ground. 

The now-defunct Northampton Knights 
also played there during their short stint in 
the amateur National Conference League. 

RFL chief operating officer Ralph 
Rimmer said: “Having harvested areas in 
the heartland, we need to grow the 
market to add value to our competition. 

“We need to re-invent ourselves to some 
extent and change the rugby league land¬ 
scape in this country. That is how big the 
plans are.” 

The Northampton bid for one of the four 
places faces competition from Coventry, 
Hemel Hempstead, Bristol, Chester, 
Oxford and Gillingham - all of which also 
have established amateur sides. The clubs 
will be selected and announced one at a 
time over the next four months, and will 
be given support from the RFL before join¬ 
ing the competition. 


Wales trip will be just 
like old days for Lamb

WHEN he heads to Wales with Northampton 
Saints on Saturday, it will bring back memories 
of fly half Ryan Lamb’s days playing youth 
rugby. 

Growing up in the rugby-mad town of Glouces¬ 
ter, Lamb played for local side Spartans and they 
regularly crossed the border looking for opposi¬ 
tion that would test them. 

Cardiff, Swansea and this weekend’s location 
Bridgend were all places him and his former 
team-mates visited, allowing them to sample the 
Anglo-Welsh rivalry. 

Now Lamb gets to do it again in his professional 
career when the Saints face the Ospreys in the 
second LV= Cup pool match. 

“When I was younger we used to go across the 
border all of the time to play against the local 
Welsh lads and they always used to like to try and 
stick one on the English,” he recalls. 

“I think from our point of view the lads didn’t 
mind trying to stick one into the Welsh as well, so 
it was good fun. 

“We were a decent side so we had to travel a bit 
to get good games. We went to places like Tondu 
and it was always a physical, big game. 

“It’s always a good rivalry and I think it’s all done 
in good heart, but Ospreys are a very good side 
who’ve had a good start to the season. 

“It’s going to be a tough challenge, we know that 
and we’re going to have to go down there and 
bring our A’ game.” 

Northampton opened their Cup campaign with 
a 36-6 victory over Saracens at Franklin’s Gardens 
on Saturday, with Lamb playing a key role at fly 
half. 

He did the same the previous week in the Aviva 
Premiership, helping them snap a four game los¬ 
ing streak against Exeter Chiefs. 

His elevation to the starting line-up has been at 
the expense of Stephen Myler, although Lamb 
believes they will both see plenty of game time 
over the course of the season. 

He said: “The team are going very well and I’ve 
been lucky enough to be involved in the past cou¬ 
ple of weeks. 

“We’ve put a few good performances in and 
we’ve got some good momentum going into the 
next game. 

“I think that has been the main message - keep 
the momentum going and play as well as we can. 

“It’s good to have competition, and with the 
season as long as it is now you’ve got to have a 
strong squad. 

“Even when we went through that bit of a 
slump, Stephen was probably the most out¬ 
standing performer on there, and luckily enough 
I got a chance. 

“You’ve got to have a rotation system and you 
can’t play every game all year.” 

Lamb is enjoying life at the Saints since moving 
from London Irish in the summer, and having 
been able to tap into the knowledge of former 
England international Mike Catt at the Exiles, he 


is now doing the same with Northampton coach 
Paul Grayson. 

“I’ve had that the last couple of seasons with 
Mike Catt who was also a very good mentor and 
Paul Grayson has also been the same,” said 
Lamb. 

“He made me fell very welcome and it’s great to 


pick up advice off of him. Grase has been fantas¬ 
tic because maybe when we get a bit excited he is 
very good at reading a situation and knowing 
what to do. He’s a fantastic bloke to have for me 
and Stephen especially, so we can just learn as 
much as we can off of the guy. It’s always good to 
be around those kind of people.”

Grayson points to attack finally paying off

PAUL Grayson believes that a more 
balanced approach is the reason 
Northampton Saints have turned 
around their wretched early season 
form in the last two weeks. 

The Saints backed up their Aviva 
Premiership victory at home to Exeter 
Chiefs with a 36-6 drubbing of 
Saracens in their LV= Cup at Franklin’s 
Gardens last Saturday. 

That included five tries from the wing 
- three for debutant Vasily Artemyev 
and two for Jamie Elliott. They now head 
to Bridgend to face Welsh region side 
the Ospreys on Saturday evening look¬ 


ing for a similar performance. “There is 
more balance to our attack and an 
intent that, if there is space available, to 
try and exploit it,” said assistant coach 
Grayson. 

“We worked hard in pre-season and 
during the last few weeks, but didn’t get 
it right. Over those few games between 
London Irish, Sale and Worcester we 
were creating some opportunities but 
not taking them, and the performance 
against Exeter really blew the cobwebs 
away. 

“We played well and to back it up 


against a tough Saracens team, and to 
have five tries scored by the wingers, 
was good news for everyone.” 

Northampton had struggled for tries 
in the league defeats against London 
Irish, Sale Sharks and Worcester 
Warriors, with their only one coming 
from a penalty try. 

And while Grayson wants to see the 
side continue to play their attacking, ex¬ 
pansive style, he is quick to point out 
they need to get things right at the set 
pieces and ensure they win quick ball. 

He said: “You’ve got to have confi¬ 


dence to move the ball. Rugby is a 
running and passing game first and 
foremost, so we need that as part of 
our game. But what you really need is 
balance. 

“We ask our players to do a bit of 
everything, which isn’t as easy as it 
sounds, but everybody is on the same 
page now and hopefully we can 
continue that form going forwards.” 

The last two games have seen Ryan 
Lamb pulling the strings at fly half, but 
Grayson, who starred at number ten for 
both club and country, insisted both he 


and Stephen Myler are in the club’s 
plans. 

He said: “Ryan has had the opportu¬ 
nity in the past couple of weeks to start 
in the team and he has done a very 
good job. 

“Stephen has come off the bench and 
done well, and when he gets his oppor¬ 
tunity to start you would expect him to 
do the same. 

“They’re both kicking their goals, 
which is vital. We’ve maybe not had that 
in the past. 

“We like their different strengths in 
certain respects, but we want them 
both to be able to play the game the 
way we want it played, as well as bring¬ 
ing their individual skills to the fore.”

Di Resta gets a point 
but rues Buemi battle

PAUL Di Resta came off second best in his race- 
long tussle with Sebastian Buemi in Sunday’s 
Korean Grand Prix, but was still able to bring 
home one point for Force India with a tenth 
place finish. 

“It’s good to come away with a point, but 
ultimately we didn’t have the performance to 
match Toro Rosso,” said Di Resta. “It looked like 
we might be able to hold off [Sebastian] Buemi 
in the final laps to stay ninth, but we came up 
six or seven laps too short with the tyres and I 
couldn’t hold him back. In terms of tyres, we 
probably should have been a bit more 
aggressive with the strategy and used my new 
supersofts at the start of the race, rather than 
the used set, but I’m not sure it would have 
changed where we finished [10th], 

“Still, every point counts come the end of the 
year and we’ve managed to gain a point on 
Sauber, which is important.” 

Both cars had qualified in the top ten, yet 
could not match the speed of their rivals when 
it came to race day. Di Resta’s team mate 
Adrian Sutil lost places early in the race and 
just missed out the points, coming home in 
11th. The team now have two weeks to prepare 
for the inaugural Indian Grand Prix at the brand 
new Buddh International Circuit on October 30. 


Ex-world champ is set 
to be David’s next test 

BOXING 

FORMER world champion Robin Reid could be up 
next for Northampton’s Paul David after the British 
Boxing Board of Control [BBBofC] put the contest out 
for purse bids. 

David is the current holder of the English super 
middleweight belt, and should the fight go ahead it 
would be the first time he has defended it since 
winning the vacant title against Tyrone Wright in 
November 2008. 

Reid, who won the WBC super middleweight title in 
1996, made his comeback earlier this year after 
retiring following an unsuccessful British title 
challenge against Carl Froch in 2007. He has since 
defeated Jamie Ambler and Wayne Reed, although 
lost to Tobias Webb in the Prizefighter super 
middleweights quarter finals in March. 

The deadline for purse bids is Wednesday, November 
9, while the BBBofC have stipulated that the contest 
must take place by the end of March next year. 

■ ASH Lane is already gunning for a rematch against 
Jonathan Fry after suffering his first professional 
defeat in what he felt were controversial 
circumstances on Saturday evening in Portsmouth. 

The bout was halted in the third round of a 
scheduled four by referee Jeff Hinds due to a large 
cut above Lane’s right eye which had opened up in 
the early stages of the contest. 

To add insult to injury it went down as a technical 
knock out to Fry - handing him his first paid win in 
the process - as the official in charge deemed it to 
have been caused by a punch. The Northampton 
super featherweight saw things differently though, 
with both him and his corner venting their fury at Mr 
Hinds in the immediate aftermath. 

“In the first round I went for the jab and he threw a 
right, and our heads clashed,” said Lane, who added 
he suffered no impairment of his vision from the cut 
during the fight. “I felt it go straight away, but when I 
went back to the corner the ref came over and said it 
was caused by a punch. 

“I was just boxing at range, moving around the ring 
and turning my shoulder to keep my eye away from 
him. As rounds two and three went on I was hitting 
him with more regularity. I was smiling at him and 
from the third round I could tell he was hurting. In the 
third I had him on the ropes and when the ref came 
in to break us up I thought I would go back in looking 
for the stoppage. But he took me over to the corner 
and wouldn’t even let my cut man wipe my eye. In 
my eyes it’s one of the worst decisions ever. He 
should have given me the chance to box.” 

Lane is hoping to return to full training next week as 
he is due to have his stitches taken out on Monday, 
with a view of returning to the ring in six to ten 
weeks time. That could well be in front of his 
hometown crowd, and Lane [1-1-1] has vowed that 
this time the result will be different if him and Fry (1- 
3-1] clash again. 

He said: “In my eyes there’s bad blood between us 
because of the referee. It doesn’t feel like I’ve lost, but 
officially it goes down as a technical knock out which 
I’m not happy about. I’m going to be fighting in front of 
my home crowd and I’m going to go toe-to-toe with 
him. I’m gunning for his blood and I’m determined to 
prove myself.” 

■ CHANTELLE Cameron’s challenge in the Women’s 
European Championship came to an end in the last 
16 after she lost by a wide points margin to Sofia 
Ochigava. The Kings Heath ABC Olympic hopeful was 
aiming to build on the bronze medal she won at the 
EU Championships in Poland earlier this year but her 
opponent used her experience and picked her shots, 
running out 20-9 winner. 

■ EITHAN James made a winning start to his amateur 
boxing career with a unanimous decision victory over 
Newham ABC’s Robert Fleet in Romford on Saturday. 

The Far Cotton Boys ABC fighter had a skills bout in 
Telford the previous week and followed that by 
triumphing over Fleet in their three-round contest. 

“Eithan boxed well in all three rounds,” said the club’s 
head coach John Daly. “He landed some good 
combinations to the head and body, and hit his 
opponent with some hard shots that the judges 
couldn’t miss.” James fights again on Friday night at 
Ludlow Racecourse where he takes on Ludlow ABC’s 
Ashley Moule, while two more boxers will make their 
debuts on Sunday.

BEN Foden will be staying with 
Northampton Saints until at least 
the summer of 2014 after agreeing 
a two-year extension to his con¬ 
tract. 

The full back, who has recently re¬ 
turned from World Cup duty with 
England, still had a year left to run 
on his current deal, but he has 
already chosen to commit his future 
to Northampton. 

“I know this is where I want to be,” 
said Foden, who is now into his 
fourth season at Franklin’s Gardens. 

“Eve seen the club climb and 
achieve bigger things with every 
season. I was pretty quick in putting 
pen to paper and signing for two 
more years. 

“We’ve strengthened the squad 
during the summer. We achieved 
some great things last year and 
reached a major final, although we 
came up just short. 

“But I’m excited to be here and I’m 
looking forward to a long future 
here. We’re a young squad and have 
got better and better each year, 
which shows where the team is 
climbing to under the direction of 
Jim, Dorian and Paul. 

“There are great things in the 
future of the club and hopefully I 
can be a part of that.” 

Foden was one of the first players 
that director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
signed up following Northampton’s 
promotion back to the Premiership 
in 2008. 

He joined from Mallinder’s old 
club Sale Sharks, initially hoping to 
carve out a career at scrum half 
which at the time was his preferred 
position. 

But Foden has since developed 
into one of the best attacking full¬ 


backs in Europe, playing a huge part 
in the success that the Saints have 
enjoyed in recent seasons. 

His club form was recognised by 
England in 2009 and he has gone on 
to make the number 15 shirt his 
own, winning 22 international caps 
so far. 

Mallinder is obviously delighted to 
be able to keep hold of one of his 
star players, and believes that Foden 
will continue to get better over the 
coming seasons. 

He said: “Although Ben has devel¬ 
oped enormously since coming to 
Franklin’s Gardens we believe that 
the best is still to come. 

“He is a level-headed young man 
who has repeatedly shown his com¬ 
mitment to the team and to the 
club, both on and off the field. 

“He is a tremendous attacker with 
ball in hand, but is also an excellent 
defender. 

“However, Ben is also determined 
to keep improving and works hard 
in training to improve his game. 

“He is the type of player who I am 
sure many coaches in Europe would 
like in their teams, and we are 
certainly very happy that he has 
decided that his future lies at 
Franklin’s Gardens.”

“We’d be parked up next to him and his 
dad, Clive, for many a weekend and we got 
to know all the family - his mum was a 
scorer at the club. 

“He comes from Emberton which is only 
about five miles from where I live and the 
family are well known. 

“I feel desperately sorry for [his widow] 
Susie and his two young sons. You feel most 
for the people left behind. 

“It’s obviously tragic for everyone in 
motorsport, a very sad day. Dan was 
massively passionate about motorsport and 
got a huge amount from racing in the USA - 
something I can relate to very much.” 

For this Sunday’s race, Gavin will partner 
regular V8 series driver Greg Murphy in his 
Kelly Racing Holden Commadore.
